The distance 
from Karagin to Petropavlosk is 554 
miles, 

The Lindberghs landed at Karagin- 
ski at 5:49 p. m. Saturday, Karagin- 
ski time (1:49 a. m., E. S. T.), aft- 
er a 1,067-mile flight through fog 


The landing put a temporary end to 


The flight to Karaginski, made in 
slightly more than ten hours at an av- 
erage of 100 miles an hour, put the 
Lindberghs within 1,500 miles of 
Tokyo on their 7,000-mile trip. 

From Petropaviosk they planned to 
fly to Nemura, 650 miles away, and: 
thence to Tokyo, about 500 miles 
further on, 

Only 1,500 miles remained in the 
originally scheduled vacation flight to 
Tokyo from New York, but after that 
lay a flight around the rest of the 
world. The continuation of the trip 
was announced in Alaska. Slightly 
more than 5,000 miles have been 
covered since the eolonel and his wife 
left New York. 

_ The main village on Karagin island 
is Karaginsk. The island igs peopled 


by Russian and Japanese fishermen, 
and is 60 miles Jong, running paral- 
lel to the coast ahout 25 miles out. 

The long jump from Nome was 
made in 10 hours and 49 minutes. 
Flying conditions were good most ot 
the way. 

The plane was at an altitude of 
3,200 feet much of the time. The 
longest over water hop, encountered 
early in the journey, was about 250 
miles between St. Lawrence island and 
Cape Navarin on the Siberian ecvast.

URGED AS SOLUTION 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., Aug. 15.—(?) 
Control of cotton-acreage by limiting 
“the use of seed for planting purposes 
through government eontrol of seed” 
was advanced as the solution of the 
south’s pressing agricultural problem 
in a statement today by Frank Daniel, 
president of the Federal Land Bank 
of Columbia. 

“For many years we have witness- 
ed campaigns to reduce the cotton 
acreage,” Daniel said, “following par- 
ticularly disastrous prices for cotton. 
A few have been successful in a mod- 
erate degree, but usually they have 
not brought the desired results; name- 
ly, a reduction in the sige of the total 
crop and a consequent rise in the price 
of cotton. 

‘“‘Are we to continue to witness such

Canegiall T ells How ‘Mad Stone’ 
Cured Rabies Forty Years Ago 


By Henrietta Lambdin 

McDONOUGH, Ga., Aug. 15. ts 
mad stone, commonly su to have 
been effective in the treatment of vic- 
tims of mad dog bites about 40 years 
ago, was once in the possession of 
Mrs. Emma B. Walker, of McDon- 
ough, The recurrence of d ore re- 
calls the ular superstit that 
prevailed a half century ago. " Sirius, 
the dog star, was supposed to bring 
excessive heat and attendant evils that 
caused the fevers suffered by men and 
dogs, Old residents bring to mind 
some of the cures accomplished by this 
mysterious “stone” at this, as well as 
other seasons of the year, People 
from all sections of Georgia who had 
heard of its healing powers came to 
Mrs. Walker's home for treatment, 
stayed a while, and returned, cured. 


Mrs. Walker, in speaking of her ex- 
periences with the mad stone, says, | 
“It belonged to my father, the late | 
Judge Edward Barber, of Jonesboro. 
He killed the deer that contained it on 
a hunting trip on the line between 
Georgia and Florida nearly a hundred 
years ago. In those days, it was the 
custom for parties to go there once 
or twice a year, in wagons, for a hunt. 
My father, when a member of one of 
these parties, shot a particularly fine 
buck. As this animal was dressed, 
one of the others, an older man, called 
attention to the peculiar growth at- 
tached to the deer’s stomach. It was 
about the gize of & bean, porus in ap- 
pearance, rough in texture, and of an 
ashy-brown color. He advised my fa- 
ther to keep it, telling him it was of 
great value in extracting poisons from | 
the bites of insects. 

“My father brought it home, along | 
with the venison, the antlers and hide, 
as a relic, and for years kept it in a 
chamois bag. 


*80s he saw, in some ‘Journal; an ad- 
vertisement proclaiming the virtues of 
this kind of stone in curing rabies. 

People. who knew of his having such a 
stone, began to worry him by requests | 
to use it, so he turned it over to us. 
My husband let it be known that we 
had it and dozens and dozens of peo- 
ple, children and grown-ups, came here 
to use it, One doctor offered us a 
thousand dollars for it.” 

In describing its use, Mrs. Walker 
continued, “The injured person would 
apply the stone to the open wound 
and it would stick, somewhat like a 
needle to a magnet. Sometimes it 
would stay on the place from early 
morning until a late bedtime before 
falling off. As soon as it seemed to 
absorb the poison it would slip off, 
but as long as it drew the venom it 
appeared glued to the spot. When it 


|came off, it was immediately put into 


fresh whole milk. After a few minutes 
a yellowish-green scum would cever 
the surface of the milk and the stone 
would be clean. It was then ready to 
be applied to another patient. An 
unusual feature of the treatment was 
the fact that its effectiveness depend- 
el upon the application to an open 
wound, so every scab had to be re- 
moved.” 

The chief of police of McDonough, 
Charles J, Dickson. is one of the ex- 
patients, Mr. Mickson describes his 
experiece : 

“I was about 12 or 14 whe a dog. 
a black feist, bit my hand. I went at 
once to Mrs. Walker's and she ap- 
plied the stone. It was yellowish and 
about the size of the end of my little 
'finger. It turned darker as it absorb- 
'ed the poison and when it was full. 
fell off.

WPKELLAR ASKS REPEAL 


OF SMOOT-HAWLEY ACT 


Tennesseean Also Seeks 25 | 


Per Cent Reduction on 
Rates. After Revision. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 15.—()— 
United States Senator K. D. McKel- 
lar today advocated the repeal of the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff act at an extra 
session of congress and an immediate 
25 per cent reduction of rates as they 
exist after the act’s repeal. 


The Tennessee democrat mailed a 
letter to Senator Vandenberg, repub- 


gress also should consider a reciprocal 
tariff act to encourage foreign pur- 
chasers by offering another 25 per 
cent reduction in tariff rates to each 
nation increasing its American pur- 
chases of wheat, cotton and manufac- 
tured goods by 25 per cent. 

Any nation increasing its purchases 
by 50 per cent in any one year, would 
have a benefit of a 50 per cent reduc- 
tion in duties, under the proposal. 

Such a plan he said, would. “un- 
questionably work in the interest of 
our export trade, and this is what we 
immediately need above all things, ex- 
cept to put our people to work and 
this would aid us greatly in accom- 
plishing that desirable end.” 


McKellar said he was replying to a 

recent statement of the Michigan 
senator in which he was asked to ex- 
plain his, votes for increased rates on 
cement, rayon filaments, china clay 
and silver ore. 
“He said that he visited an east 
Tennessee town during his last elec- 
tion campaign where people were 
walking the streets because of the 
closing of a cement plant. The own- 
ers said Belgium was shipping cement 
here for less than it could be manu- 
factured on this side. McKellar said 
he carried out his promise to vote for 
an increase on cement in the prelimi- 
nary stages, but felt obliged to vote 
against the bill as a whole, The same, 
he said, was “substantially true’ con- 
cerning his vote on rayon. 

His vote on china clay was on the 
earth itself, he said, adding that he

BOSTON, Aug. 15.—(/P)—Shunning 
the methods of orthodox mathematics, 
George H. Hurd, a cotton waste sales- 
man who spends his evenings poring 
over a self-evolved system of “natural 
relations,” believes he has wrested a 


few more secrets trom the hidden ar- 
chives of the universe. 
Announcement that the president 
of Duquesne University, Pittsburgh. 
had’ accomplished the érisection of 
an angle by Euclidean geometry, a 
feature believed for 2, years to be 
impossible, evoked the statement from 
Hurd tonight that he could trisect the 
angle in five different ways through 
the use of his system. He also claimed 
he could reduplicate the cube and 
contended that if pi were proven to be 
a positive value, he could square the 
circle. The three problems in geom- 
etry have been considered insoluble. 


Hurd, whose laboratory bench is 
the table in the living room of his 
home in the Brighton district of Bos- 
ton and whose tools consist of a com- 
pass, a square and a pencil, said he 
would be glad to have a reputable 
group of scientists, whe would be 
pledged to secrecy, investigate his 
methods and pase, judgment on them. 
As he is attempting to have the re- 
sults of' his labors cop righted and 
as he is working in collaboration with 
Harold A. Zagar, a. Newton College 
professor, on a work embodying the 
essentials of his methods, he refuses 


to divulge them to the public at 
present. 

Hurd’s only book learning was gar- 
nered in four years at high school in 
which he pursued a commercial course. 
He said his mathematical education 
was negligible and to the lack of a: 
formal education in mathematics he 
attributes his ability to work along 
original lines and thus evolve his: for- 
mulas. He came upon his unusual 
methods, which do not necessitate the 
use of a ruler and which employ the 
arc chiefly, more than a decade ago 
when the erroneous report that a 
Lynn schoolbo had_ trisected the 
are by geometry fired. his: spirit of 
conquest. He said his method was 
developed by studying nature and that 
it was “a simple line of relation right 
through.”

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Agriculture’s Experience 
Full Warning of Folly 
Of Federalized Schools 


Editor Constitution: I am greatly 
pleased at the editorial in The Con- 
stitution, captioned “Federalizing the 
Schools.” That subject has not re- 
ceived sufficient attention. _— 

C. C. Teague, the late vice chair- 
man of the federal farm board, pro- 
claimed the purpose of the board on 
March 23, 1931, in Boston, Mass., to 
use all the agricultural colleges and 
rural and city high schools in which 
to teach “‘co-operative marketing.” In 
my opinion that is a “camouflaged” 
term and it means “farm board propa- 
ganda.” 

The passage of the agricultural 
marketing act by the congress and its 
approval by the president on June 15, 
1929, marks the greatest advance to- 
ward federalized education that has 
yet been achieved. 

The agricultural marketing act is 
the contribution of the present ad- 
ministration to “farm relief.” Its 
effects are being felt very perceptably 


| now. 


We now know something of fed- 
eralized agriculture. The press dis- 
patches have indicated that there was 
a 10 per cent reduction in cotton 
acreage and a 40 per cent reduction 
in the use of fertilizér, and yet the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture estimates that the present cot- 
ton crop will be more than a million 
and a balf in excess of the last crop. 

The quality of those charged with 
the duty of making the estimate may 
be inferred by press dispatches that 
indicated that on the day when the 
data was collected all éxits rere 
closed, telephone communications shut 
off, windows and doors sealed in or- 
der to safeguard the integrity of the 
estimate, 

_It is my opinion that that reflec- 
tion on the employes is unjustified by 
the facts and the safeguards mention- 
ed were invoked in order to save the 
responsible heads of the United States 
department of agriculture from criti- 
eism which they fully expected to re- 
ceive at the hands of the general pub- 
lic when the estimate became known. 

The correctness of the estimate has 
already been questioned by a Texas 
senator. I have no confidence either 
in the estimates or the final reports 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, 

Does anybody think federalized ed- 
ucation will give better results than 
federalized agriculture?

the mill in this city ought not to be 
in excess of 80 cents to $1.25. If the | 
merchant is allowed 30 per cent profit, 
then the price would be $1.10 to $1.65 
per hundred or 27 1-2 to 41 1-4 cents 
per quarter sack, owing to the grade 
of wheat used. This is a good deal 
less than one-half present prices. 

It. will easily be seen from the 
foregoing that flour is now selling on 
a basis of a price of $1.25 to $1.50 
per bushel for wheat.

Visitors can ob- 
tain all the German money they wish 
on letters of credit and traveler's 
checks, but it is almost impossible at 
present to obtain foreign money should 
one wish to travel beyond the Ger- 
man border. 

Just how long this condition of 
affairs will last it is almost impos- 
sible to say. In the last few days, 
the money question has become easier 
and there is soon to be a stabilizing 
condition in all financial matters,

| Splendid Crops. 

There were three or four’ things, 
especially, which were evident to the 
casual observer. The first was that 
the crops of grain, hay and truck 
vegetables were never. better than 
those seen on this trip. In some parts 
of northern Germany the _ constant 


‘rains have in some degree curtailed 


the harvesting and interfered with 
any superproduction, but otherwise 
barns and storehouses will be well 


filled for the coming winter. 


In the second place it is said that 
the unemployed number over 4,00U,- 


000. This is only noticeable in the 


larger cities and even here nothing 
like one sees in England. In Germany 
everyone is working to his or her full 
capacity. Women are in the fields 
working side by side with men and 
even youns children are adding their 
share to the family industry. The 
crops are so large that they require 
large numbers of men and women to 
harvest the same. No idlers can be 
seen anywhere. They work from early 
morn to late at night. ‘They do not 
scem to have ever heard of the eighit- 
hour working day. Some of the roads 
were almost impassable on account of 
the large wagons of hay.

Are My Children, “The Unborn,” and 
“Race Suicide,” purporting to por- 
tray the purpose of the birth control 
movement, are not only misleading, 
but are unjust and create a false im- 
pression. : 

As practicing physicians, therefore, 
and deeply interested in social work, we 
desire to embrace this opportunity to 
invite upon this question the digni- 
fied and intelligent discussion which 
only physicians in good standing can 
bring. 

In discussing this serious problem 
let us not confuse it with that other 
difficult and grave question of the 
induction of abortion, for, as says 
Yarrows, of Chicago: “The birth-con- 
trol movement deals only with the 
means of prevefting conception, and 


the dissemination of knowledge con- 
cerning the intelligent use of such 
means as well as with the exercise of 


self-control,” 


To review briefly the history of this 
movement it is necessary to go back 
for over a hundred years—even to 
Malthus and his Essay on the Princi- 
ple of Population,” first written in 

Malthus himself is pictured as a 
man of great magnetism, possessing a 
beautiful moral character—the cen- 
tral principle of his essay being that 
human beings are cursed with a pow-

These 
so-called “diabolical handbills,” says

pamphlet literature, of which Richard 
Carlile’s “Every Woman's Book.” and 
Robert Dale Owen's “Moral Physiol- 
ogy” may be mentioned as the most 
important items. 

The tracts attempted to deal with 
the physiological facts of reproduction 
as well as with the economics of over- 
population, and naturally prepared the 
way for the entrance of physicians 
into the Neo-Malthusian discussion. 

In 1833, ten years later, Dr. Charles 
Knowlton, of Massachusetts, publish- 
ed his pamphlet, “Fruits of Philoso- 
phy.” in which he devoted a chapter 
to the preventation of conception. This 
gained a wide circulation in England 
—and in 1876 furnished the ground | 
for a prosecution which gave it great. 
though accidental, notoriety. 

In 1854, just a few years prior to 
the Civil War, Dr. George Drysdale, 
in a remarkable publication, “The Ele- 
ments of Social Science,” taught that 
the physical and sexual functions of 
man were of equal importance and dig- 
nity to his mental functions, and that 
only by the prevention of conception 
could society escape the evils of pov- 
erty, prostitution, and celibacy. 

This publication, together with a 
new edition of the Knowlton pamphlet 

ublished in 1877 by Charles Brad- 
augh and Mrs, Annie Besant, precip- 
itated theit prosecution in the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, before the lord 
chief justice and a special jury, and 
both judge and prosecutor agreed that 
the able and dramatic defense had ac- 
complished just what the prosecution 
had desired to prevent: the plea for 
Neo-Malthusianism had been proclaim- 
ed to all England, and Mrs, Besant 
claimed that three months’ sale of 


no wise interfered with the consum- 
mation of the five-year plan. He be- 
lieves just as many others do who 
have recently visited Russia, that this 
country is bending all her efforts to 
establish factories, textile mills and 
to develop her agricultural regime 
solely for the purpose of undermining 
the world by her communistic prep-

The 
practical question now is not whether 
the prevention of conception shall be 
tolerated—it is already tolerated and 
approved by great numbers of persons 
—but under what circumstances is it 
to be tolerated, in what forms, for 
what purposes, to what éxtent, etc?” 
Our effort should be, not to keep it 
outside the moral pale, but to find a 
place for it among our eivilizing dis- 
coveries, 


As Yarrows, of Chicago, emphasizes, 
there are hundred of children born 
into condjtions physical and moral 
which mean neglect, high infant death - 
rate, insufficient food, poor education 
with inevitable subsequent delinquen- 
cy, vice, and crime. Other hundreds 
are born of syphilitics, epileptics, de- 
fectives and degenerates—those in ad- 
dition to thousands who are con- 
ceived, but are never born, except 
through criminal abortion. 

_If we need then to make apology for 
directing your attention to this serious 
problem—we would tell you that last 
June in our service at Grady hospital 
out of 112 patients 18 were admitted 
with incomplete abortions, and in 
July out of 83 patients admitted in one 
month alone, 20, or 25 per cent were 
for abortions complete or incomplete, 
and many of these gave a history of 
having had abortions done or begun 
with deliberation; one of this number, 
we distinctly recall, was admitted 
seven days following a criminal abor- 
tion, with septicemia and lived for 
only a few hours. The record at the 
hospital will show that these two 
months are not exceptions, but that 
the evil is continuous and increasing. 

To continue to ignore this problem 
is not therefore to save life, but to 
play into the hands of quacks and 
abortionists. It is therefore in an ef- 
fort to find alleviation for these ills 
that we are forced to consider this 


question. 
In Other Countries. 

In Holland, New Zealand and Great 
Britain a pamphlet may be sec 
for the asking in which in simple lan- 
guage directions for the prevention of 
conception are given. In these coun- 
tries the number of abortions and un- 
fit children has been greatly dimin- 
ished, and the nations have ome 
more vigorous and civilized. 

The fear of race-suicide has also 
been shown to be unfounded for, while 
there has been a falling birth rate,

death rate, showing that in the one 
case there were large families and 
many deaths, while in the othér there 
were smaller families and few deaths. 
France, for example, in 1781 had no 
higher a rate of imcrease with a birth 
rate of 39 than in 1901 with only 21, 
for the fall of 17.8 in births.was com- 
pensated for by the fall of 17.5 in 
deaths. ret 

While we recognize the possibilities 
for evil in the unlimited freedom of 
birth-control, we are forced to admit 
that the prevention of conception is 
being practiced more and more by the 
intelligent, wealthy, and professional 
classes. ; ; 

Last September the medical society 
of Des Moines, Iowa, went on rec 
ord as favoring birth control. Pro- 
fessor Clarence Van Epps, of the state 
university, declared that the wealthy 
classes already have knowledge, and 
that the same knowledge should be 
given the poorer classes by the state. 

There are today no less than 32 
birth control clinics in various parts 
of the country conducted with the ap- 
proval of organized medicine. These 
are located in New York city, Chi- 
cago, Baltimore, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Cleveland, Detroit, Denver, 
Berkely, Pasadena, Newark, Minne- 
apolis and other cities. 

Recently this question was favor- 
ably considered by a joint session of 
the Chicago Gynecological: and the 
Chicago Medical Societies “and it is 
from the report of this meeting, pub- 
lished in surgery, gynecology and ob- 
stetrics, that we have obtained many 
of the facts and ideas and much of 
the verbiage here presented, 

The ethical medical profession to- 
day, while not unanimous in the be- 
lief is becoming more and more sym- 
pathetic with the idea of birth con- 
trol. 

The ethical medical profession does 
not countenance the induction of abor- 
tion for any reason unless the life 
of the pregnant patient is clearly in 
danger, and this fact has been posi- 
tively substantiated by consultation 
with two collegues of unquestioned in- 
tegrity. Most physicians are qualified, 
however, to furnish when properly em- 
ployed, dependable contraceptive in- 
formation to their patients. This they 
will do without hesitation when in 
their judgment circumstances justify 


it. 
God's Greatest Gift. 

But, may we hasten to add, we be- 
lieve that the greatest gift which God 
ever gave to woman is her power to 
become a mother, and we have no 
patience with, nor sympathy for, that 
woman who deliberately stultifies her 
womanhood.

nothing more than a sketch book, 

In an interview Mlle, Lafugie de- 
scribed her two ventures into Tibet. 

“On my first expedition,” she said, 
“T started from Srinagar, in Kash- 
mir. From there I had to cross a 
rreat expanse of that wonderful 
country and so make my way to the 
mighty glaciers of the Karakoram 
range, where I had to cross the passes 
at an altitude of 16,000 feet. These 
regions are an absolute wilderness, 
arid and uninhabited, Nothing grows 
there, nothing lives, and one walks 
for weeks, under a sparkling sun, 
without seeing a single trace of life. 
Then one finds onself on the high 
Thibetan plateau in the northwest, 
and by the Pangkong, where my first 
journey ended. 

“For the second expedition I start- 
el from Darjeeling and traversed Sik- 
kim, skirting the Kanchenjunga 
range, and after crossing séveral hig 
passes, I reached the Tibetan plateau 
once again and so came to my jour- 
ney’s end at Gyangtse.

Mission of Marketing Explained 
By Rural Co-operation Chairman’ 


Working toward the goal, “The 
Enrichment of All Community Life,” 
the general chairman of rural co- 
operation for the Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, Mrs. Phebe K. Warner, 
of Claude, Texas, says: “The mission 
of marketing is to create a mutual 
home service station in every county 
in the nation where the surplus prod- 
ucts of our farm homes may be sold 
directly to the home town people. We 
believe a curb market conducted by 
the co-operation of the rural and 
urban women’s clubs of each county 
would provide such a home service 
station. We believe it would form 
the most natural and business-like ex- 
cuse for town and country people to 
meet and learn to love and appreciate 
one another. 

“So many of us have the _ very 
things going to waste around our 
homes that you could use in your 
homes; and the city holds so many 
comforts and conveniences that we 
need in our homes. We could help 
you with your daily menus and your 
health programs by supplying you 
with the most wholesome foods grown 
in our home county. You, by your 
co-operation and patronage, could help 
us with our better homes -campaigns, 
the education of our children and the 
enrichment of our community life. 
We want to exchange our surplus 
physical products for your surplus 
cultural products. We are seeking 
a way to transform a part of our 
time and toil into the more beautiful 
things of life by furnishing you the 
very best products of our home county 
when they are at their best.” 

Curb Market Value. 

The curb market, properly directed, 
will teach the home county how to 
live at home. It will advertise the 
possibilities of the home county. It 
will increase both the variety and 
quality of home-grown products, , It 
will teach the lesson of a more di- 
rect route from the producer to con- 
sumer. It will prove the value of 
marketing small quantities co-®pera- 
tively. It will cultivate the habit of 
“buy it made at home” and “eat it 
raised at home.” It will ereate more 
county pride, county patriotism, and 
a new sense of loyalty between town 
and country people. It will develop 
home industries in the home county, 
thereby providing profitable employ- 
ment for hundreds of thousands of 
home people. It will build up the 
home town by putting cash into the 


find its way to the home merchants in 
exchange for the long neglected com- 
forts and conveniences in the farm 
homes. It will teach the principles 
of successful merchandising to mil- 
lions of country people. 

Country people market $10,000,000,- 

worth of products every year. 
They are the biggest sellers but the 
poorest salesmen in the nation. The 
curb market, properly conducted 
through the co-operation of the fed- 
erated women’s clubs and the home 
demonstration clubs, will turn millions 
of hours of hopeless drudgery into 
genuine joy through the hope of eco- 
nomic reward,*and transform hun- 
dreds of thousands of economic slaves 
into free and independent rural home 
makers. 

Value to Farm Mothers. 

For the service she renders, the 
farm woman is the poorest paid wom- 
an in the world. A .few years ago 
the Texas department of agriculture 
made a survey of 10,000 farm homes 
to ascertain the cash savings on the 
farm where the mother did all her 
work. The survey proved that if the 
farm women were paid a salary equiv- 
alent to the work they do to feed 
and care for their families it would 
average $1,674 annually. This amount 
multiplied by 6,000,000, the number 
of farm women in our nation, would 
pay our entire agricultural debt in 
one year. But not one dollar of that 
amount is ever included in the price 
of the farmer’s crops. Every other 
industry in our nation is supposed to 
place a price on its products equal 
to the upkeep of the homes it repre- 
sents. But the farm mothers are ex- 
pected to not only bear and rear the 
family, but support it without cost, 
so that their husbands and sons may 
supply the world with the raw prod- 
ucts of food and elothing at a price 
below the cost of production. 

Our Final Goal. 

The final goal of the marketing 
committee is to help bring about eco- 
nomic justice to all. When the farm 
women reeeive their just share of our 
national income, they will buy more. 
When our industries produce more, 
our armies of unemployed men and 
women will be restored to positions 
where they can make an honest living 
again. Civiligation begins and ends 
with the farm women. Give them a 
square deal and the whole world will 
be more prosperous. Do not expect 
too much at first. Do not get dis- 
couraged. Do not give up—it can be

Here from two of the greatest Wagnerian music-dramas, with 
Elsa Alsen and Paul Althouse as soloists, and the New York Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony Society orchestra under the baton of Albert Coates, 
will be broadcast over the Columbia network from the Lewisohn sta- 
dium, New York, from 7:30 to 8:30 o’clock tonight. 

First on the program is the great love duet from “Tristan and Isolde,” 
in which Althouse, first American singer to appear on the stage of the 
New York Metropolitan without foreign experience, will be heard oppo- 
site Miss Alsen. Written while Wagner was somewhat under the influ- 
ence of Schopenhauer, this drama, which the composer described as “‘a 
monument to true happiness and love,” contains also numerous signs of 
the effect of Mathilde Wesendonck on Wagner's turbulent spirit. The 
duet is founded partly on “Traume’”’ (‘‘Dreams’’), one of the poems writ- 
ten by this lady, and set to music by Wagner in a separate work. He 
called the piece “this child of our sorrows,” and admitted in his diary 
the influence of this impassioned episode in his life. 

The orchestra will be heard in ‘“Siegfried’s Journey to the Rhine,” 
from. the opera, “‘Gotterdammerung,” which formed part of the great 
tetralogy, “The Ring of the Nibelungs.” It is early dawn after the day 
when Siegfried awoke and wooed Brunhilde on the fire-girt rock. There 
is a special motif to signify the dawn and the melody of “Siegfried, Son 
of the Forest,” is also heard. Then there is an expression of Brunhilde’s 
love for Siegfried, the day brightens and the whole orchestra salutes the 
risen sun in a paean of joy. Gradually the music changes as the scene 
shows Siegfried leaping down the rocky slopes of the hill, passing again 
through the rampart of fire, and finally approaching the ancient river 
ag represented by several motifs taken from earlier dramas in “The 

ng.” 

Miss Alsen’ will be accompanied by the orchestra in the scene “Brung 
hilde’s Immolation,’”’ from scene two in the third act of “Gotterdam- 
merung,” beginning with the words ‘Starke Scheiten Schichtet Wir 
Dort,” and continuing through to the end of the opera.

Orchestral and violin works by Beethoven constitute the 
greater part of the program to be given by the Columbia Sym- 
phony orchestra and Toscha Seidel during the Symphonic Hour 
scheduled for 1 to 2 o'clock this afternoon over the Columbia 
network. 

The concert will begin with the orchestra playing the over- 
ture, “‘Leonore,’”” No. 3, one of the four overtures which this 
most painstaking of all composers wrote for his only opera. On 
much more pretentious lines than the majority of operatic over- 
tures in those days, this work contains a summary of the opera 
and introduces the majority of the themes used to characterize 
individuals and situations. It is highly dramatic in quality and 
well illustrates Beethoven’s mastery of orchestration. 

Toscha Seidel will be heard with the orchestra in two of the 
same composer's more elaborate violin pieces, both of them ro- 
mances, and both containing brilliant writing for the king of 
stringed instruments.

"Vy ITH visions of “White Nassau” 
before them, Atlanta’s battalion 
of the United States naval reserve 
watched the faint outline of shore 
that was Savannah's channel entry from 
the sea sink into a dim horizon line, and 
finally vanish as the bow of the U. S. S. 
Taylor, crack destroyer of the scouting 
fleet, was pointed south along the Florida 
coast. 

They were leaving land and a routine 
work-a-day schedule to follow this undulat- 
ing blue “highway” for two weeks at sea 
during which time they would have oppor- 
tunity for practical application of those 
lessons learned every Tuesday night at the 
armory at 412 West Peachtree in Atlanta. 
The “dummy” destreyer at the armory now 
became a living ship with a gentle roll and 
pitch, as the Taylor cut through the blue 
Surface, casting white-topped waves aside 
and leaving a boiling white wake astern. 
Embarkation was on July 11 from Savan- 
mah, the first departure from a Georgia 
port for this Georgia naval unit. 

Soon after boarding the Taylor the At- 
lantans found that the destroyer cruise was 
to be even more typically Georgian than 
they had imagined. The executive officer 
@nd navigator was Lieutenant Stanley 
Jones. U. S. N., former recruiting officer 
for the navy in Atlanta and a native of

The Thrill of Gun Firing. 


Nothing so thrills the navy man who has 
experienced gun firing as battle action, 
whether it be in actual war-time or only 
official test runs, 

Picture the gun crew, Stripped to the 
waist, ready and waiting at the breech of 
the four-inch gun. Pointers and trainers 
swing the big gun, constantly following that 
small target so far away. The black muzzle 
of the gun seeming to bare the navy’s teeth 
at this dummy enemy, The gun captain 
stands ready to open the breech while three 
shellmen stand by with shells almost as 
tall as themselves and equally as heavy, 
prepared to load the gun on signal. An- 
other man stands ready to remove the ex- 
pended shell and toss it- out of the circle 
of action. Another reserve, telephone head- 
pieces clamped to his ears and mouthpiece 
held close, awaits the order from the ‘con- 
trol’ on the flying bridge. above the bridge 
of the ship.

Back of the round, impassive face of the 
clock was a story typical of the disaster 
which has overtaken thousands of self- 
respecting businessgirls who face the world 
entirely on their own.

Though 
they are meeting it with lifted but quiver- 
ing chins, they are still bewildered, stil) 
wondering where they can turn for help. 

No previous national panic has so af- 
fected the businesswoman. Every former 
period of depression has witnessed long 
breadlines of hungry men; but the business 
girl and the woman executive have not been 
serious factors in the picture of dcistress. 
Even in 1921, those girls who lost their 
positions did not, according to the various 
organizations studying the problem. find it 
too hard to get others. Today the situa- 
tion is very different; the story of Jertha, 
owner of the alarm clock, sketches fis out- 
Vines:

A year ago Bertha was rated as a fair 
stenographer, Salary $25 a weck; no family 
to fall back on, but, on the other hand, no 
family whom she had to help.

aged to save only $100. ; 

Then the firm cut its force and she 
was dropped. She looked for another posi- 
tion, at first confidently, then with grow- 
ing panic as she saw her litile hoard of 
money melting away and no jeb found. 
Employers, it seemed, now demanded more 
than fair stenography; thev wanted a gir 
to be a jack-of-all-trades, to know ac- 
countancy and bookkeeping and be able to 
operate a bookkeeping machine. a dicta- 
phone, and perhaps a switchboard.

found that Bertha’s story could be duplie 
cated many times in almost any larze city 
of the country. Economic pressure, come- 
bined with a desire for independence forced 
womer into the business machine: now the 
machine has tossed thousands of tnem out 
like so much slag. Bewildered, panicky, 
hurt and proud, they straighten their slene- 
der shoulders and resist charity until beate 
en to it by starvation. 

“The effect of the depression on the busie 
ness girl,’ says Miss Mildred Gordon, secre- 
tary of Case Work for the national board 
of the Y. W. C. A., who has just completed 
a nation-wide personal survey of the situa- 
tion, “is so distressing and so unique that 
it has forced us to alter our long establish- 
ed program of,character building activities 
in order to include direct relief.” 

The survey just completed by Miss Gore 
don contains the results of a questionnaire 
sent out by the national board and answere- 
ed by 132 local associations, each giving a 
picture of conditions in its own community, 
While it does not, of course, tell the whole 
story, its figures are significant and agree 
with the observations of other organizations 
engaged in trying to help the business gir], 
One of the things which stand out most 
conspicuously in this report, is the rise, 
jast winter, in the number of girls seeking 
jobs through Y. W. C. A. agencies in 87 
cities, from 56,675 to 67,067, an. increase 
of over 33 per cent. The peak of unemploy- 
ment among women, -as revealed by this 
census, rises as the age of forty is ap- 
proached, partly because employers prefer 
the younger women, and partly because 
there has been a tendency to discharge the 
older worker with a higher salary and get 
along somehow with the less experienced 
and more poorly paid one. 

The second significant fact is the lowere 
ing of wages or work standards for wiris 
and women reported by all but one of 67 
cities which answered a query on this sub- 
ject. This reduction during the last year 
in the already low salaries of wemen work- 
ers is also very noticeable in a survey pub« 
lished last March by the Division of Wom- 
en in Industry of the New York state de- 
partment of labor. This showed that the 
woman clerk who received, in 1928 from 
$10 to $22 a week, is now obliged to get 
along somehow on $8, or, if she is lucky, $18 
a week—and she must be able to do a good 
many more things for the reduced wage. 

A national survey just completed for the 
presidents emergency committee for eme 
ployment revealed the fact that the need 
for relief of the unemploved next winter, 
women as well as men, will be greater than 
last winter, and therefore the National 
Association of Community Chests will ine 
augurate a series of fall campaigns to raise 
money for the extraordinary demands 
which they expect to be placed upon them, 
So far as the business and professional 
woman in New York city is concerned. this 
need is right at our doors, since the funds 
raised for this group bv the Belmoni com- 
mittee—and far from adequate 
hausted by

Those who are now close to the prebiem 


agree that being broke hits the average 
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woman on a tenderer spot than it does the 
average man. Only after a remorseless 
struggle has the businesswoman pulled 
herself. up. to economic independence; 
wherever she has come into direct competi- 
tion only with men, she has had to prove 
herself not as good as, but better than any 
available mam who could be gotten for the 
same salary. To get ahead, she has been 
obliged to deliver the goods unmistakably. 
Failure, evem from causes outside her con- 
trol, is a bitter blow to her pride. 

One of the reasons for the extra drive 
last spring of the Women’s Fund (Belmont) 
committee, was the discovery last January, 
by the New York welfare council, that of 
the 2,000 women who applied for 300 jobs 
selling Christmas seals, 85 per cent lived 
alone and had contacts with no social 
agencies. From this and other facts, the 
fund committee computed that 45,000 nor- 
mally employed single women were out of 
work in New York city, though only one- 
tenth of this number had, up to that time, 
been able to bring themselves to ask for 
relief. 

“We find women,” says Miss Virginia 
Murray, of the Traveler's Aid, “less wiliing 
to accept charity than men, unless it is 
necessary for the sake of their children. 
Many of them would rather not eat than 
stand in a bread line. When our workers 
pick up men who are broke and offer them 
temporary shelter in our guest house and 
a good square meal, they sit down to it 
eagerly; but women are more likely to de- 
mur and say they are not hungry, theuth 
we may be morally certain that they have 
not eaten for two days.” 

Her observation was 
other social workers: 

“Many of the former high-salaried wom- 
en who have finally come to us for help,” 
said Miss Ollie Randall, of the emergency 
work bureau, which is handling the fund 
collected for New York city by the Bel- 
mont committee, “have been so run down 
that we have had to send them to doctors 
before we could put them to work. And 
the medical diagnosis usually has been the 
same—undernourished. They had continued

to keep up appearances so far as clothes 
were concerned, because they knew that if 
they did not they would never find new 
positions, but they have been iliving— 
secretly —on bread and tea—and not enough 
of that.” 

Or, she might have added, they have 
been trying to subsist on bananas, one a 
day, divided into three “meals.” 

“There is something about standing in a 
bread line that makes it seem, even to the 
most desperate woman, almost impossibie,” 
said Miss Randall. “Women still carry in 
their minds psychological remnants of the 
Age of Protection; to admit publicly that 
they are totally unprotected is often too 
bitter to endure.” 

This was the way it looked to Anna C.— 
ome day last January: She stood on the 
opposite side of the street from a bread 
line of men and asked herself which would 
be worse, the line or the river. She was 
still undecided when a wealthy New York 
woman, noticing her o:itation and tears, 
asked what was the matter. Anna did not 
answer; instead, she walked hurriedly 
away. trying to escape this added humilia- 
tion—the pity of a stranger. 

But the strenger was persistent. She 
f Nowea, rereatiny her qurction, offcoring 
hel». She followed for scveral blocks be- 
fore Anna, desvtrete, at bay, gave in and 
told her story: She was German; two 
yeers in this country; no rele*ives except 
a brother who had moved west and been 
lost sight of; job gone, savines exhausted, 
no fccd for three days.

The former porular delusion that the 

me’*s-ity of America’s 10.000,000 women 

“emnlored in gainful occupations” are 

working only for a little extra pin money 


has been exvloded many times by census 
and other statistics, including the findings 
of the Women’s Bureau and the federal 
department of labor. It ts contradicted 
once more by the figures of the New York 
city emergency work bureau. Of the 
2.954 women who were being given tempo- 
rary employment by this fund itn February, 


1,227 belonged to the clerical, stenographic 
and professional class; more than one- 
half of them lived alone and were entirely 
self-supporting, and. another section, near- 
ly a third of the total, supported not only 
themselves, but dependents. Only 111 of 
the 1,227 lived with their families, and even 
these supported themselves. This group be- 
ing taken care of temporarily, represents, 
according to Miss Randall, only a fraction 
of those in the white collar class now out 
of work and desperately in need of help. 

The effect of the unemployment crisis on 
such organizations as the Girls’ Service 
League and the Traveler's Aid has been 
marked. Into the hands of these two or- 
ganizations fall most of the rash young 
things who leave their homes and seek the 
glamour of a great city im search of fame, 
adventure or money. With no more than 
the price of one good thester seat in their 
pocketbooks they travec', often on foot, from 
long distances, sure that life will be fuller 
and more beautiful when they get to the 
great city. Summer is the tim: when they 
usually come to New York in the treatest 
numbers. 

But this year all is different. Ardent 
youth has become cautious—or else it can- 
not jingle in its pockets even the tiny sum 
necessary to hitch-hike from a boring place 
called “home” to a glamorous place called 
“New York.” 

“We have had this spring,’’ says Miss 
Stella Miner, directer of the Girls’ Service 
League, “fewer runaway girls whose sole 
motive is adventure than we normally have 
in the dead of winter. The record of those 
comin? to us in May and June, 1931, show- 
ed only one-fourth of the number who 
came to us during the same spring and 
summer months a year ago.” 

The girl who runs away from home this 
year and finds herself stranded in some 
large city is more likely to have fled be- 
cause home was intolerable, and no matter 
how hard and uncertain were the chances 
in a strange city, they were not as bad 


as conditions she already was facing. The 
last year has seen many of these desperate 
girls and women coming to New York from

Penns,tvakiad mining districts and New 
Engiand mill towns, where strikes and 
closed factories, accompanied by the shut- 
ting down of other industries in the same 
places which have employed the women 
folk of the miners, have brought about 
terrible conditions. 

When Martha W— was found crying on 
a park bench, and brought to one of the 
social organizations by a policeman, she 
explained that when the factory in which 
she worked in a western Pennsylvania town 
had closed down, she did not have the 
courage to go home and tell her large 
family, whose sole support she had become, 
So she spent her last week's Wages on & 
ticket to New York. For three days she 
had been living on nothing but milk choco- 
late. 

“Aviators, you know, carry it with them 
on their flights.” 

It was the same impulse that brought 
two sisters, college graduates, from the 
South, when the country schools they had 
been teaching in closed because the neigh- . 
boring farmers had moved away; they 
thought they could get jobs as waitresses in 
Atlantic City, but instead were stranded in 
New York, And it also was desperate need 
which brought Zonia to the great city from 
a wretched “location” (not even dignified 
by any form of town organization or gov- 
ernment) at the mouth of a mine shaft 
about two miles from Scranton. Without 
sidewalks, schools, churches, or anything 
considered necessary in a self-respecting 
community, and almost completely isolated 
by impossible roads from the outside world, 
this collection’ of two hundred or more 
shacks clustered around the mouth of @ 
mine shaft which was its only reason for 
existence. When the mine was closed, what 


was left?

Cases such as those described above could 
be duplicated by the hundreds.

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Tried Four Times for 
The Murder of His Wife, 
Found in Field Within 
Sight of Home, Kansan 


Faces a_ Fifth Ordeal. 


By PETER LEVINS. 


FE HAVE related quite a few stories 

in this series illustrating how 
justice plays eat-and-mouse with 
murderers and accused murderers, 
but & is to be questioned if any case ever 
cited here quite compares with what jus- 
tice has been doing. to Carl Wilson, the 
Kansas farmer, who has been tried four 
times and now faces a fifth trial—all on 
the same. murder charge. 

There must be something wrong, one 
would. think, with a system of justice which 
cannot settle a murder case one way or 
the other in four trials. After all, the man 
may be innocent—and he has only one life 
to live. The death which he has been 
charged with causing occurred FIVE 
YEARS AGO. Something wrong somewhere, 
Certainly the case must illustrate glaring 
evils that cry for correction. 

Wilson's place was in an isolated section 
of Jefferson county, Kansas, seven miles 
northwest of Oskaloosa, the county seat. 
On the day of the tragedy—June 10, 1926-— 
the occupants of the house were Carl; his 
wife, Lulu; his brother, Elbert; Elbert's 
wife, and Grace and Clarence Wilson, Carl 
and Lulu’s-children. Car] Wilson was 40, 
the wife 27. He had married her when she 
was 16. 

The story Carl and Mrs. Elbert Wilson 
told was as follows: 

On the morning of June 10, shortly be- 
fore daylight, Carl and Lulu were milk- 
ing the cows while Mrs. Elbert Wilson was 
preparing breakfast in the near-by farm- 
house. Mrs. Elbert Wilson said she heard 
screams suddenly anc rushed out the back 
door, across the back yard.toward the cow- 
lot, which was by the side of the barn. 

Mrs. Elbert Wilson said she discerned 
Carl and his wife there. It was still not 
yet light, but she could see Wilson standing 
up and Lulu lying on the ground.

EXAMINATION SHOWS. 


She rushed back into the house, aroused 
Elbert, told him to get the doctor, and re- 
tuyned to the cowlot. Carl had led the 
cow, known to be vicious, back into the 
barn. ‘His wife lay motionless, her neck 
oddly twisted. They felt for heart beats 
but the heart seemed to have stopped. 


It was some time before the doctor ar- 
rived. When he did reach the scene it re- 
quired only a brief examination to deter- 
mine that Lulu Wilson was dead. He said 
her neck had been broken, and that the 
screams she had uttered had probably been 
made with her last breaths. The doctor 
found two small bruises back of the ear. 


“That cow gave us a lot o trouble,” said 
Car] Wilson. “We kept a club near us all 
the time—in case she got bad.” 


He indicated the club, a stout bludgeon. 


There were no signs that Mrs. Wilson 
had been able to use this prior to her death. 
The club showed no traces of blood, either 
blood from the cow—or blood from Lulu 
Wilson. 

Mrs. Elbeit Wiison said that when she 
first arrived at the scene, she found sev- 
eral cows standing around eyeing the wom- 
an lying on the ground. A pail of milk had 
been spilled. The cow which had apparent- 
ly killed her stood near by, head low and 
with an ominous look about it. “It was still 
sullen,’ said Elbert's wife. 

Carl and Lulu had arisen much earlier 
than usual that morning. They had intend- 
ed to hurry through their chores and drive 
several miles away to pick wild berries, It 
was an hour before sunup when they went 
out to do the milking. Lulu usually did not 
help with the milking, said Carl, but she 
did this morning so they could get an 
earlier start. 

“I had finished milking my share of cows, 
and was walking toward the house, when 
] heard Lulu scream,” he said. 

His sister-in-law, who had come with her 
husband to stay with Carl and Lulu for a 
few days, bore out this detail of Carl's 
story. She said he was half way to the 
house when she looked out. According to 
her, he could not possibly have covered 
half the distance to the house between the 
time she heard the screams and the time 
she saw him, if he had been in the cowlot 
when Lulu screamed. 

Wilson said he rushed back. getting to 
his wife only shortly before his sister-in-

law. He had not yet been able to find out 
how badly Lulu was hurt, he said, when the 
other woman reached the scene. 


His version was that the cow had sud- 
denly become enraged, switched its head 
around and struck Lulu on the back of the 
head with a small stump of horn, which 
had been left after the animal was de- 
horned. Though the bruises were small, the 
cow had apparently hit her with sufficient 
force and just the snot to break the neck. 

That afternoon Elbert Wilson sold the 
cow to a Kansas City packing house. As it 
turned out, this was an unfortunate move, 
for it meant that the most important evi- 
Cence in the case was no longer available. 
It was months before the authorities de- 
cided that Mrs. Wilson's death needed in- 
vestigating, and by that time the cow in 
question had long since been slaughtered. 

Days and weeks passed. Neighbors talked 
about the death of Lulu Wilson. They dis- 
cussed certain facts about the Wilson's do- 
mestic life. They recalled that Miss Ro- 
setta Gross, the dead woman's sister, had 
spent six months with Carl and Lulu dur- 
ing the previous year and a half. There 
had been something going on between Carl 
and Rosetta whispers whis- 
See 6 So 

That cow never had any horns, one of 
the gossipers stated. Even if she HAD 
horns, said another, the beast could not 
strike a blow vicious enough to break the 
woman's neck. Yes, indeed, there was some- 
thing queer about’ Lulu’s death. Ought to 
be looked into... 

The whispers reached the county attor- 
ney’s office. The investigation started. They 
soon found out that it was true, that story 
sbout Carl and Rosetta. Carl himself ad- 
mitted it was true—but he never killed 
Lulu, he said. 

But it looked suspicious and he was 
taken into custody—six months after Lulu's 
death. 

By this time the whole community knew 
that Carl was under suspicion. Sentiment 
was divided. Some felt he might have kill- 
ed his wife to marry Rosetta. who was 
23. Others held that he had still loved his 
wife, and was proud of her and the chil- 
dren. Besides, if Mrs. Elbert Wilson's story 
was true, how could he have hit Lulu and 
been half way to the house when she 
screamed? 

He was freed on $4,000 bond furnished by 
his father, T. V. Wilson. of Oskaloosa. He 
went back home to attend to the farm work. 
The preliminary hearing was set for Janu- 
ary 19, 1927. 

CONFESSES ROMANCE 
WITH SISTER-IN-LAW. 

In seeking a motive for the crime coun- 
tv officers, headed by Sheriff A. J. Hamm, 
of Jefferson county. questioned Carl about 
his relations with Rosetta Gross. He con- 
fessed that he had becn intimate with his 
sister-in-law while she was staving at his 
home as a guest. 

Rosetta was a huge, unattractive female 
—the officers were inclined to believe Wil- 
son when he Said it hadn't been a serious 
affair. She had been there. and it had hap- 
pened. That was all there was to it. 

Meanwhile the community discussed and 
debated the question whether or not the 
cow had had stumps of horns. Some said 
it had horns, others said it had not. Car] 
himself said he wasn't sure about the horns 
—maybe it had em and maybe it hadn't: 
all he knew was that that cow killed his 
wife. 

As there had been no complete examina- 


tion at the time of the tragedy, it was 
decided to exhume the body to see whether 
the wounds could have been caused by a 
club. The examination took place and the 
coroners jury decided that the wounds had 
been caused by “s‘omething round and 
sharp.” 

Mrs. Elbert Wilson repeated her story 
before the coroner's jury. She said that it 
was so dark when she arrived at the cow- 
lot she could distinguish objects but dimly. 
It was her opinion, she said, that the cow 
had killed her sister. 

Nevertheless, Car] 
over for trial. 

Then something else broke, a revelation 
that sealed Wilson's fate among his neigh- 
bors. He was alleged to be the father of a 
baby born to Rosetta Gross in September, 
1925. It was further alleged that the baby 
had been born alive, wrapped up in a news- 
paper and burned in the ashes of the cook- 
stove. 

So another charge was drawn up against 
Carl Wilson, the charge of manslaughter, 
and he was rearrested on January 25. 

According to the authorities, Rosetta ad- 
mitted that Carl had frequently professed 
his love for her and promised her that if 
anything ever happened to Lulu he would 
surely marry her. The county officers point- 
ed out that this furnished further basis for 
the first degree charge against , Wilson. 
The gossipers seemed to have had the right 
idea, at that. 

Wilson's father furnished $3.000 addition- 
al bond and he was again released. 

All the family, it developed, had known 
about the abortion. They said that Lulu 
herself had aided her husband in procur- 
ing medicine from a Leavenworth physi- 
cian, and on the day it happened Elbert 
and his wife had taken the two children 
on a visit to relatives. Later, on Lulu’s in- 
sistence, Rosetta had returned to her 
father’s home in Oskaloosa. 

The preliminary hearing on the man- 
Slaughter charge was held March 18, 1927. 
Wilson waived action and was bound over 
for trial under bonds now totaling $10.000. 
PLEADS GUILTY 
ON LESSER CHARGE. 

Soon afterward he pleaded guilty to 
abortion, at the advice of his attorneys, H. 
T. Phinney and H. N. Casebier, and was 
sentenced to serve six months in jail and 
pay a fine of $250. He began serving the 
sentence immediately. the manslaughter 
charge having been dropped in view of 
the guilty plea. 

His trial for murder began November 
14, 1927, before Judge M. A. Bender. 

The prosecution faced something of a 
problem, for there were no eye-witnesses, 
no direct proof. They fell back upon the 
argument that the cow could not have 
caused the woman's death. It did not seem 
reasonable, they insisted, that the animal 
could move around and strike her before 
she could arise or defend herself. 

The defense argued that there was noth- 
ing to show any other blow had been struck. 
It produced expert testimony to show how 
easily it is to dislocate a persons neck 
with the right kind of blow. The burden 
of proof, said the defense, rested upon the 
prosecution—Carl Wilson must be regarded 
as innocent until the State had proved him 
guilty. 

Leon Lundblade, assistant attorney-gen- 
eral, in his address to the jury, moved the 
courtroom With magnificent bursts of elo- 
quence. He spoke at length but had littie 
to say about the evidence. He painted a 


Wilson was bound 


very shocking pitture indeed oj Carl Wil- 
son, dwelling at leneth upon the man’s 
perfidy in seducing the innocent FPosetta 
and burning alive their infant child. 

The jury talked it over for 12 hours and 
then brought in a verdict of guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree. 

Judge Bender's face was a picture as he 
heard the decision of the “12 good mien and 
true.” He granted a new trial to Wilson on 
two grounds—1l. He said that Lundblade 
had made such a Stirring appeal to the 
Jury that they had been swayed by his 
vratory rather than by the actual facts. 2. 
He said the state's evidence was the slim- 
mest he had ever heard in which a con- 
viction was obtained. 

“I could never sentence a man to prison 
on such evidence,” he stated. “The only 
thing in the prosecution's favor is the evi- 
dence of motive. There is absolutely nothing 
else in the case to indicate that Wilson 
murdered his wife. The club introduced in 
evidence bore no blood, skin or hair. It 
was still in the barnyard months after the 
tragedy. 


DIDN'T CONCEAL 
SALE OF COW. 

He pointed out that there was no con- 
cealment regarding the sale of the cow. 
Its disposal was a natural step that any 
one might have taken. Furthermore, there 
were no signs that Mrs. Wilson had been 
extensively beaten about the head. He said 
it did not seem probable that a man in- 
tending murder would strike one blow; he 
would’ hit the victim several times to in- 
sure death. 


“The existence of only two marks on the 
woman's head seem to me excellent proof 
that her death was accidental, as the ce- 
fendant claimed.” said Bender. 


The second trial opened on November 
11, 1928. This time Wilson was convicted of 
murder in the first degree after an hour's 
deliberation by the jury. The evidence was 
much the same as in the first trial. 

Judge Bender, however, was still not sat- 
isfied. Before pronouncing sentence he 
stated he had heard reports that he had 
been bribed to grant a second trial to the 
accused man. He insisted that the evidencé 
was still. inconclusive, that there was sti 
no proof that Wilson killed his wife. But 
in view of the reports. he said, he would 
not grant another trial. 

“Wilson himself does not prove com 
clusively how his wife died,” said the court, 
“but is it necessary for me to remind the 
people of this community that a murder 
defendant is not required to prove the man- 
ner of death? The burden of proof, accord- 
ing to our system of law. is on the state 
to establish guilt. I do not think the state 
has done so.” 

Nevertheless he sentenced Wilson to life 
imprisonment, the extreme penalty. 

The trial judges statements of course, 
gave the defense lawyers considerable im- 
petus in their appeal to the state supreme 
court. It was a foregone conclusion, in view 
of Bender's emphatic views, that the high- 
er court should grant a new trial. The 
judges agreed with Bender that it was not 
enough merely to show motive. 

The defense obtained a change of venue 
and*the third trial opened on November 17, 
1930, at Lawrence, in Douglas county. Judge 
H. T. Phinney, formerly one of the attor- 
nevs for Wilson. who had succeeded Bender 
on the bench, granted the change order. 

This time, considering the same evidence 
as had been presented at the previous trials,

The Bidding: 

South was playing a contract of three 
otrump. 

It had been a long and hard-fought 

‘rubber. East and West had been heavily 

penalized, attempting to stop the scor- 
ing of the rubber game, when Fate un- 
kindly dealt them the hands shown 
above with which they were unable to 
find any kind of a defensive bid, even 
though making the contract meant 
game. 

This hand is interesting because of the 
magnificent play of Mr. Theodore A, 
Lightner, who held the South hand. The 
manner in which this master developed the 
hand is so interesting that I give it in 
detail. .

He cannot hope to establish his four 
hearts, however. as he only has one 
entry and that lead may kill his part- 
ners queen. His choice of a diamond is 
therefore correct. The 10 or the jack, 
however, should not be led without the 
next long card (9 or 10) except where 
partner is marked with great strength 
in the suit or the only chance is to 
bold the lead with the jack or 10. The 
correct lead is the diamond 6, which 
would destroy any chance of South to 
Fo out 

5—Although holding off would defeat 
South, the ace is the correct play, as 
South's clubs are now apparently estab- 
lished. East may have led from @ 10 9 
of diamonds and should at least hold 
the nine. 

6—Stili under the influence of East's mis- 
leading play. At this point, however, any 
other lead is also fatal.

I have gone more fully into the analysis 
of this hand to illustrate my favorite con- 
tention that the play of a hand by an ex- 
pert is like a surgical operation—not the 
slightest precaution is neglected and every 
possibility of complications, however, re- 
mote, is taken into account. At least, such 
is the theory. 


Today s Pointer 


“Preference” Is Not a Raise. 


When the opening hand has bid two 
suits and the player on his left passes, the 
responding hand is often forced to show 
‘preference’ by selecting the suit which he 
can best support. Such ‘preference’ is of 
the nature of forced response and is not 
a free raise. 

With equal trump length in each suit 
‘3 and 3 for instance) prefer, as a rule, 
the first bid suit. With greater length in 
one but strength in the other suit ‘4 3 2 or 
K 2) prefer the longest suit 

When the opening hand, however. bids 
a lower ranking suit first and a higher 
ranking suit subsequently, a decided prefer- 
ence should be given to the former and 
at the price of increase in contract.

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Standardization of Bidding.

HE good old-fashioned progressive 
bridge party began to pass out of 
f wy 6C Style a year or so ago. It has re- 
Ge) mained popular among those who 
play only auction or “play at it,” but con- 
tract addicts have shied away from it be- 
cause of the necessity of trying to get along 
with a lot of different partners. Each one 
might have a different conception of the 
proper bidding system and more time might 
be spent on trying to reach an agreement 
than on playing the game. 

It is becoming the custom, therefore, im 
many circles to progress from table to table 
by pairs, never changing partners at all, 
This is lamentable because one of the most 
interesting things about the old type of 
bridge party was the novelty of playing 
with the other fellow’s wife—or the other 
girl's husband, as the case may be. 

If the movement for standardization 
proves successful the progressive party will 
probably come back into its own. There 
will be no more need for the tiresome 
harangues we have become inured to 
whenever new partners meet up for the 
first time. They will just naturally sit down 
and play together. 

The effort to bring about uniform bid- 
ding methods could be successful almost 
overnight if the sponsors of all of the lead- 
ing systems would join in the undertaking, 
With all but one of the prominent ones to<- 
gether and pooling the results of their re- 
search along different lines, the situation 
is simplified to an appreciable extent. Per- 
haps the progressive party will come back 
as soon as the great majority of players 
have had time to become devotees of either 
the new method, which is shortly to be an- 
nounced in detail, or of the forcing method, 
Then at least they will have only two things 
to ask about before the game can go on, 
instead of a dozen or more.

The year was 1879, and the place was the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico. Fourteen miles to the south

To the north- 
west, the snow-clad peaks of the Mimbres Range 
caught the glint of the setting sun. ¢ 


Young Dan Callahan, rawest recruit of H. Com- 
pany, just barely turned 15 years of age, edged 
his way to a position close to the hard-bitten ser- 
geant. and waited respectfully while the latter fin- 
ished his supper. 


“See any signs of the pesky reds, sergeant?” 
asked the youngster.

Since that evening, Dan Callahan has been a 
lot of places and has seen a lot of things that 
went into the history of the making of these United 
States.

At 14 years and six months of age, he enlisted 
in the regular army and was shipped down to 
David's Island, in New York harbor, for training. 


Anyway, Dan Callahan put in five vears fight- 
ing Indians in the southwest, when it was wild, 
four years in the United States navy, 11 years in 
the Boston fire department and six years in the 
secret service, most of that period as the personal 
bodyguard of President Theodore Roosevelt. How’s 
that for a life of adventure? 


Six months at David’s Island and the young 
adventurer was shipped out to Fort Cummings, 
just north of where now the thriving city of Dem- 
ing, New Mexico, is located. The next spring found 
him a rookie in H Company of the 16.h Infantry 
and out protecting the engineers mak.n sz the pre- 
liminary survey for the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe railroad. 


Now, his meal disprsed of, Sergeant Ayres had 
his pipe well alight and felt in a reminiscent mood 
as the young infantrymen gathered about him. to 
learn from his Indian fighting lore. Old in the 
service was the sergeant, lean, burned as brown as 
the prairie grass and as merciless in battle as his 
red-skinned foes. 


Mighty Bad Medicine. 


“Apaches are bad medicine, mighty bad.” the 
veteran plainsman told the men of the infantry. 


“Comanches are bad enough, but they're not as 
wily as the slinking Apaches.

Gun firing, while constituting more or 
less a climax to the training routine of the 
naval reserves, is by no means the only im- 
portant event on the schedule. There have 
been, throughout the entire cruise, special 
training periods embodying both ordinary 
training and special preparation for emer- 
gencies. 

The latter, carried out as emergency 
drills, require very prompt action and the 
ability of each man to know what he is 
supposed to do, where he is supposed to be 
and what he is supposed to provide in any 
situation. 

When the word is passed for ‘fire’ or 
“collision,” “man overboard” or other emer- 
gency situations there is no indication of 

‘hether it is merely a drill or an actual 
occurence. Consequently the reserves must 
be fully prepared and must act immediately. 


Each of the “sections” aboard the ship 
is organized and assigned to duties and in- 


formed on what to provide for any emer- 
gency. “Man overboard” calls for a crew to 
man a lifeboat and be lowered away at once 
to pick up the man. During the drill held 
while the Atlantans were cruising, the boat 
was lowered, directed to the “man,” picked 
up the man and the life ring that had been 
tossed to him, and returned to the ship 
to be hoisted’ aboard within six minutes. 
The secret of the remarkable efficiency of 
the United States navy lics, it is evident, 
in carefully trained men who know what to 
do, when to do it, and who can handle 
their assigned jobs thoroughly and quickly, 
under the direction of alert, well-trained 
oificers. 
Not All Work. 

A sailor's life is not one of all work, 
all drills and gunnery. There are times 
when he is not on watch when he can pick 
a shady spot on the deck, lie down to 
“cork off” for a little sleep during the day, 
or he can sit with others and exchange 
yarns of the sea, A veteran bo’sun’s mate 
or a quartermaster with several stripes on 
his arm (‘one for each four-year “hitch” 
in the navy) can always furnish stirring 
tales from the far ports or under other con- 
stellations.

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Contract Bidding. 


How would you bid and play the follow- 
ing hand, South being the dealer and both 
sides vulnerable? 

Users of a two bid to show game strength 
will open the South hand with one spade, 
as it is not auite strong enough to guaran- 
tee game opposite a worthless partner. 
North has the strength of a forcing take- 
out, but no other biddable suit with which 
to make it, so must raise.

supporting trick, six-card length as two 
more, doubleton in hearts as worth one and 
the strength in the minors as worth three— 
total, seven tricks.

Chief Petty Officer J. L. Roberts was highly 
commended by Lieutenant L. H. Chappell, 
engineering officer of the ship for his ex- 
pert knowledge and ability to direct his 
men.

VEGETABLE SEED: Plant a good com- 
plete fall garden. You may plant string 
beans, butter beans, beets, carrots, 
squash, cucumbers, garden peas. Sow 
cabbage, collard and lettuce seeds in 
drills to be thinned later, Plant ruta- 
bagas and turnip seed for early use. 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: Set out cabbage, 
collard and tomato plants. 

IRISH POTATOES: Plant fall potatoes 
just as soon as the ground can be pre- 
pared, Green Mountain and Lookout 
Mountain. 

PERENNIALS: All of the perennial 
flower and herb seeds may be planted 
for blooming and maturing next 
spring.

outdoor living room is the carpet. This car- 
pet is even more important in the case of 
the outdoor living room than in the case of 
the indoor living room. Within the house 
there is a highly polished, beautiful floor, 
oftentimes more beautiful than the rugs 
themselves. If the rug does not cover the 
entire floor, there is little lost for the 
beautiful floor may be seen. The outdoor 
living room has no floor, if the carpet is 
not thick and green the bare ground ap- 
pears. This bare ground is far from beau- 
tiful for this purpose. It must be remem- 
bered too, that this green carpet in the 
living room will receive much harder wear 
than the lawn carpet. The front lawn 
seldom gets the number of people upon it 
that will be found in this living room. 


BERMUDA-RYE. 


Bermuda grass makes our most popular 
lawn grass here in Atlanta for summer 
lawns. Admitted it must be that for loca- 
tions exposed to the full sun, Bermuda is 
without a peer and must be considered a 
criterion for a summer lawn. 

So we find from early April until early 
October Bermuda grass will make a beau- 
tiful green carpet for the front lawn or 
the outdoor living room. Too, Bermuda 
grass is very tough, will withstand very 
hard, rough treatment. 

When October arrives with his college 
chum, Jack Frost, then ends Bermuda's 
beauty. From then until April our green 
carpet is a brown, ugly, spotted one. 

There is a grass that fills this gap ad- 
mirably—rve grass. It has been used to 
such a large extent in recent years that 
it has almost lost its name of rve grass 
for it's nickname “winter grass.’ Rye grass 
planted now will be up large enough for

cutting by the time that the frost kills out 
the Bermuda lawn. So it is that by the 
addition of rye grass Now, an evergreen 
lawn may be had with small expense and a 
minimum of labor. With this combination 
there is less danger of summer drouth kill 
as Bermuda is highly resistant to heat and 
drouth, 

The easiest and usually, the most satis- 
factory method of planting rye grass is a 
simple matter. Cut the Bermuda grass as 
close as possible with the lawn mower, then 
make the lawn clear of all rocks, sticks and 
litter. Broadcast the seed evenly over the 
entire lawn, using at least ten pounds of 
seed to each one thousand square feet (a 
space 50 by 20). Broadcast one sack of 
sheep manure and one bale of peat moss 
over this same space—right on top of the 
seed. Roll the lawn thoroughly with a heavy 
lawn or tennis court roller. Soak the lawn 
thoroughly after this. After this hag been 
done you may expect to see the grass peep- 
ing through within ten days or two weeks. 

The new grass should be cut as soon as 
it is three or four inches tall. Cutting is 
most beneficial for all kinds of grass, as it 
promotes root growth and the spreading 
of the grass. 

FERTILIZER. 


Here is a big argument. What is the best 
lawn fertilizer? One of the best profes- 
sional lawn builders in Atlanta uses and 
recommends a mixture of peat moss, bone 
meal, 12-4-4, and sheep manure. That 
sounds like a very complicated bill to fill, 
but the results that he has been able to 
obtain has tended to prove that he is right 
in his contention and practice. 

For each one thousand square feet he 
uses 100 pounds of sheep manure, 50

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WHAT TO DO IN AUGUST 


LAWNS: Mow the lawn once each week. 
For best results lawns should have a 
monthly application of a good high- 
grade fertilizer, followed by a thor- 
ough soaking. Patch the bare spots 
with a few seeds and a handful of 
fertilizer in each spot. 


SPRAYING: The bugs are having a big 
time now. For aphis on nasturtiums 
use Black Leaf Forty. Those that chew, 
may be controlled by any of the ar- 
senical sprays, such as arsenate of 
lead, calcium arsenate or pyrox. The 
lice, flies, aphis and other sucking in- 
sects may be controlled by the use of 
the pyrethrum sprays or nicotine sul- 
phate. For the mildews, blights and 
biack spot, the Massey dust or Bor- 
Geaux, for bean beetle, a mixture of 
calcium arsenate, sulphur and lirke is 
recommended by the department of 
agriculture of Alabama, 

PRUNING: Take out all of the dead 
wood in the shrubbery, fruit trees, 
roses and all plants. This is the proper 
time to prune all of the spring flower- 
ing shrubs, such as forsythia, spirea, 
weigelas and bush honeysuckle and al) 
of the shrubs blooming before the 
month of June.

pounds of 12-4-4 and one bale of peat moas, 
The theory back of this practice is that 
the proper amount of humus will be sup- 
plied through the p&it moss and sheep 
manure; immediate plant food will be 
available from the 12-4-4 and continued 
feeding over a long period of time will be 
obtained from the bone meal. At the same 
time the bone meal will sweeten the soil 
and the peat moss will hold the moisture 
for next summer's drouth. 


BETTER LAWNS BY USE OF PEAT 
MOSS. 


Our major trouble with lawns in Atlanta 
comes during the month of August, as a 
general rule. At some time during the sume 
mer there comes a period when it seems 
that it will never rain again. At that time 
there may he seen in almost every block, 
lawn after lawn that is as brown ar can 
be. This lack of moisture may be corrected 
in two ways, by watering with a garden 
hose or by improving the mechanical cone 
dition of the soil itself. The second method 
is eee ented for several reasons. 

Wa g as it is usually practiced, is 
more harmful than helpful. As a rule. the 
watering carried on for about 15 minutes 
in each spot, if that long, does very )Dittle 
good. This means that the water has pene- 
trated for a depth of about one-quarter of 
an inch. The tiny roots push themerives 
up to the surface in order to rewmh this 
moisture, making it easier for them to be 
killed by the drouth later if this watering 
is not repeated every day. For a good per- 
manent lawn, it is belter to encourave vige 
orous root growth extending downward. 

The mechanical condition of the soil may 
be changed by the addition of G. P. M. 
peat moss in such a manner that the soil 
will improve its moisture holding ability 
considerably. If the lawn is being made 
anew it is best to plow this material into 
the soil thoroughly, using about one bale 
for each 500 square feet. This will ive 
about one-half an inch depth to the peat 
moss, since the usual bale sold by most 
seed houses contains about 20 bushels 

If thé lawn is an old one, the best meth- 
od to pursue is that of adding the G. P. 
M. peat moss as a top-dressing. This may 
be applied to a depth of about one-quarter 
of an inch on the surface and will have 
completely disappeared, inc@rporating itself 


into the soil, within a pertod of trom 
three to six months.

Famous Frigate Will Visit 
Atlantic Ports Bedecked 
With Duck Cloth Made in 
West Point, Ga.—Keel Cut 
From Georgia Tree. 


N THE captain's cabin bulkhead, 
between two rows of flint lock 
muskets on the gun deck of the 
historic frigate constitution— re- 
commissioned in the U. S. navy after a 
lapse of 44 years, is a bronze tablet on 
which are engraved the names of those 
firms whose donations together with the 
contributions of the nations’ school chil- 
dren made possible the restoration of the 
gallant old ship. The name of West Point 
Manufacturing Company, West Point, Ga., 
stands first on the list. Of this memorial 
the company is justly proud. 

When the “Save the Constitution” com- 
mittee undertook the gigantic task of find- 
ing ways and means to restore “Old Iron- 
sides” exactly as she Was a Century ago, 
Mr. George Lanier, president of the West 
Point Manufacturing Company authorized 
the Wellington Sears Company of New 
York to donate 12,500 yards of oceanic duck, 
the fabric required for a complete suit of 
new sails, so that the ship might unfurl her 
canvas to the breeze with the pristine glory 
of her warrior youth. 

In accordance with the sail plan provided 
by U. S. navy department, nine different 
weights of duck were necessary for the 
Constitution's 30 sails. The heaviest weights 
are found in the main topsail, fore topsail 
and forsail: the lightest in the main re¢yal 
staysails. 

When the Constitution was built, in 1797, 
the United States government came 
Georgia to secure its keel, which was carved 
from a single tree cut down in the great 
virgin pine forests bordering the St. Simon's 
river. Constitution will visit: Bar Harbor 
and Portland, Me., Providence and New- 
port, R. I., New York, Newark, N. J., Wil- 
mington, Del., Philadelphia, Pa., Newpart 
News, Norfolk and Yorktown, Virginia. 

She will hold open house on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 18th, in the York river along with 
modern French and American warships at- 
tending the Yorktown  sesquicentennial, 
celebrating the surrender of Lord Corn- 
wallis to General Washington. Descendants 
of Lafayette, Rochambeau, and von Steu- 
ben are expected to be there. President 
Hoover, General Pershing and a large num- 
ber of governors have accepted the invita- 
tion of Governor John Garland Pollard, 
of Virginia, to attend the festivities with 
their military staffs. Fireworks will recall 
battle scenes over the York river and again 
Old Ironsides will be the center of interna- 
tional naval maneuvers. 

Certainly she has written some of the 
most colorful chapters in American mari- 
time annals. Launched October 21, 1797, 
her first victories were made as flagship 
to the Mediterranean fleet during the 
blockade of Tripoli, where she dealt a de- 
cisive blow to the Barbary pirates.

following the war of 1812 Lord Byron paid 
her a visit. It is said that while on board 
he remarked, “I would rather have a nod 
from an American than a snuff box from 
an Emperor.” 

Later she made a good-will tour, circum- 
navigating the globe in 495 days. Her last 
foreign cruise took her to Havre in 1878, 
when she carried American exhibits to the 
Universal Exposition in Paris. Her flag was 
never lowered in defeat. 

Indignation ran high when Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Jahncke stated that 
the Constitution having “only one or two 
sails for exhibition purposes’ would be 
towed on her cruise by a tug. When it was 
pointed out that she was completely equip- 
ped with sails, he argued that modern 
American sailors would be unable to the

The Whalemen's Club of New Bedford 
gave genuine seafaring men's respense to 
the excuses for failing to send the Con- 
stitution out under sail. “We will give you 
master and crew to sail the Constitution,” 
challenged the Whalemen.

While she started from Boston “with 
wings clipt,” at the end of a tow rope, 
and lashed to the mine sweeper Grebe, 
Secretary of the Navy Adams, following a 
nation-wide barrage of editorials and a 
deluge of letters te the navy department, 
has promised that under favorable condi- 
tions on her exhibition cruise Old Iron- 
sides will spread her wings to the breeze. 


Thousands watched her departure from 
the berth she had occupied for more than 
three decades.

Some Senile Thenstls A bout 
Rock Gardens. 


Are you thinking of trying 
constructing a rock varden 


vour hand at 
ome time this 


fall? Then, listen to this bit of advice and 
be guided by it, “The way to get into rock 
gardening is sedulously to avoid being a 
geologist and to devote one’s self for a 
long time to a study of alpine plants. And 
if, after learning of all their strange ways 
and idiosyncrasies and uppish requirements, 
you still have the courage to become a 
real alpinist, then you are a gardener raised 
above the dead level of the rest of us.” 


Unfortunately, a lot of gardeners rush 
pell-mell into the business of building a 
rock garden and sometimes the finished 
product bears a striking resemblance to a 
large-sized bun with plumpish raisins stuck 
here and there. Better no rock garden at 
all. it seems to me 

The rock garden is, of 
course, to provide by proper construction a 


purpose of a 


home for Alpine plants, imitating as well 
as we can their native habitat on the side 
of a mountain peak. So, the best site for a 
rock garden would be on a natura! slope. If 
you have not sort of elevation, why 
bother about a rock garden at all? Better 
to ascertain the earden lay-out your pilot 
was meant for, and proceed to develop it 
along those iines.

advice, if possible. You ll need it. 
If then a rock garden is prescribed for 
you, get a reliable book on the subject, and

For soil pockets use a mixture of equé} 
parts top soil, sharp sand and some kind 
of humus—leaf mold or weathered peat 
moss. Ram the dirt well back under the 
rocks s© as to leave no air spaces. Supply 
plenty Of soil for these pockets since the 
roots of plants may wander back two feet 
OF more in search of food and moisture. 


Heres a neat little rule that just about 
tells the whole story: “Plant under a rock 
vith a dirt pocket between two more rocks 


beneath, and set rocks on an angle to catch 
the rain But first, before you begin to 
accumulate your rocks. get some reliable 
information on the subject of rock garden 
construction.
